Oxford county farmers are the first 
to go in for the co-operative market- 
ing of eggs in Ontario and In'the face 
of obstacles from within and without 
are proving-that community selling 
through a central agency is both feas- 
able and profitable. There are now 
12 egg circles in the county and in 
1922 seven of these netted $10,406.58 
more for their eggs than if they had 
been sold through the country stores. 
These egg circles have made profits 
for the producers and also brought 
about a very considerable advantage 
to the consumers for every egg is of 
an inferior grade. For instance in 
May last 68,656 dozen produced, 
1,018 were bad when they were candl¬ 
ed, 2767 were cracked and dirty and 
4,961 were seconds. None of these 
were sold to the housewives. Mere 
than 85 per cent, of the eggs brought 
forward by these circles grade as ex¬ 
tras, and it was this grade that went 
into the homes of the people, creating 
a confidence in eggs that has not al¬ 
ways existed. For several years 
there has been an egg circle in opera¬ 
tion in Blackie and during that time 
splendid results have been attained. 
Mr. O. W. Bowlus of that town has 
given time to the furtherance of co¬ 
operative marketing of poultry and 
eggs and largely through his efforts, 
excellent results have been obtained. 
A shipment of surplus poultry was 
made from Nanton about three weeks 
ago to Montreal and the poultry ar¬ 
rived in fine shape. Meanwhile re¬ 
presentatives of the federal poultry 
branch are in Bassano arranging for 
a car lot of poultry being shipped 
and if the poultry is here we would 
suggest that an effort be made to have 
them come and have a shipment made 
from this point.

High Time to get busy in Getting 
More Settlers in This Country 


There are hundreds of first class 
farm wockers in Scotland anxious to 
come to Canada and the finest ma¬ 
terial Canada could wish for, but the 
wages are sufficient to barely support 
them and they are unable to accumu¬ 
late funds for the passage,” declared 
Thomas Scotland, of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway colonization and devel¬ 
opment office in Glasgow, who has 
just arvved in Canada with a party 
of Scottish immigrants bound for the 
western provinces. 

Canada does not seem to be alive to 
the situation in Scotland at the pre¬ 
sent time, safll Mr. Scotland. The 
^general impression persists that Can¬ 
ada needs new people, but does not 
want to accept them. There are lit¬ 
erally thousands of fine fellows and 
their families who would come if some 
sort of assistance were extended to 
them.” 

Among the party which Mr. Scot¬ 
land brought out with him to Canada 
were 16 men far George Lane’s ranch 
in Alberta. They are to work at Jthe 
harvest there, and after this some will 
be retained at the Bar U, which pro¬ 
vided stock for the Prinoe of Wales’ 
establishment, and the other distrib¬ 
uted among other Alberta farms. 

“There is an irritating situation,” 
said Mr. Scotland, “thousands of the 
r finest men in the world want to come 
Y>ut here, and it would be a move of 
the utmost mutual benefit. There is 
no doubt but that Canada wants them, 
but there’s just that agency missing 
which will effect the move. There has 
been universal disappointment in 
Scotland that Canada has not taken 
greater advantage of the empire set¬ 
tlement scheme. Hundreds of men I 
know were waiting to move out to 
Canada under its terms, and as a re¬ 
sult of Canada’s tardiness in moving, 
many of these have gone to Aus¬ 
tralia, and I am afraid many others 
will do likewise if Canada does not 
take immediate steps to bring them 
to Canada, where thek would much 
prefer to settle. ■— 1

WHEAT SITUATION 


Owing to Blight, Rust and Unfavor¬ 
able Weather, Wheat Crop 
Will be Light This Year

The situation as regards wheat has 
changed somewhat dcring the past 
two weeks and gleaning between the 
lines of the daily press, a writer in 
the Lethbridge Herald says: 

The U. S. wheat crop is 60,000,000 
bushels short, approximately. The 
Western Canada wheat crop will at 
best be only a few million bushels 
over last year. There will be less 
wheat than last year, in North Ame¬ 
rica. All this is without further 
damage, and damage is continuing. 
The U. C. crop uncontrolled by an or¬ 
ganization, and in the main the poor¬ 
er class of grain will furnish 163,- 
000,000 bushels for export The West¬ 
ern Canada crop, controlled, as it ap¬ 
pears it will be now, by a five year 
contract organization, backed by fin¬ 
anciers, with plenty of elevator space, 
and being the best of the North Ame¬ 
rican crop, and two thirds of it, will 
furnish 300,000,000 bushels for export 
or more, twice that of the U. S. and 
handled keenly by a special board. 
The Lethbridge wagon wheat price 
quoted last Friday was 4 cents per 
bushel above that at same period of 
cutting in 1915. Witfi a wheat short¬ 
age over lfist year, in North America, 
the bulk of the crop, the best of it, 
and best fof milling, will be controlled 
by the Western Canada wheat pool, 
if it succeeds, as appears likely, and. 
starting with a higher price than 
when wheat harvesting began in 1916, 
with a record crop.

During July 1,627 autos passd over 
the new Banff-Windermere highway, 
according to a statement issued by do¬ 
minion park officials.

been provincial auditor for the past

der the new superannuation scheme. 
Mr. Thompson was while with the firm 
of Harvey, Cole and Richarflfcon in 
Calgary, engaged for a considerable 
time on the audit of the provincial 
government finances following the ad¬ 
vent of the present government. Dur¬ 
ing the past year he has been in New 
X«rk, and has recently completed an 
audit for one of the largest insurance 
companies in America. 

The following statement has been 
issued from Ottawa in connection with 
increases in immigration this year: 
An increase off sixty epr cent, in the 
number of immigrants entering Cana¬ 
da during the last three months as 
compared with the corresponding 
quarter last year, and for the month 
of June alone an increase over the 
same month last year of 88 per cent, 
is announced by the department of 
immigration and colonization. The in¬ 
creases have occurred in British and 
in “other countries”, while the number 
coming in from the United States has 
fallen off somewhat but is again in¬ 
creasing. The number of immigrants 
from all other countries who entered 
the Dominion during the quartei^gpen- 
tioned this year was 40,962, as com¬ 
pared with 25,092 for corresponding 
period last year. The influx . from 
British rose from 11,693 for the quar¬ 
ter last year to 22,553 for this year 
for this year, while the figures from 
“other countries” went up from 4,97? 
for the corresponding quarter in 1922 
to 12,026 this year for the similar pe¬ 
riod. Immigration from the United 
States this year for the three months 
was 6,343 as compared witln8yS62 for 
similar quarter last yean 

With prominent telephone men 
from all over Canada and from parts 
of the United States in attendance, 
Among the delegates will be a repre¬ 
sentative of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Oo., of New York, re¬ 
presentatives of telephone companies 
of Wool^sieh, England, and Chicago; 
head officials of the Bell Co., of Mon¬ 
treal, and delegates from every phone 
system in Canada. The convention is 
to be made the occasion for the offi¬ 
cial inauguration of the new long dis¬ 
tance line from Alberta to Winnipeg, 
which has now been in commission 
for some weeks. This line is receiving 
considerable patronage, as many as 
three calls in a day having been re¬ 
gistered from Calgary. Either Pre¬ 
mier Greenfield or Hon. Vernon 
Smith will officiate from this end, 
while it is hoped to have Premier Brac¬ 
ken officite from the Manitoba capital. 
Incidentally during the convention 
there will be a discussion on the es¬ 
tablishment of transcontinental tele¬ 
phone service.

WEATHER AND CROPS 


After a rather cold spell with rain 
almost every day the weather seems 
to have settled down to'good ripening 
conditions, and with a continuance of 
sunshine and warm conditions for the 
next three or four weeks the harvest¬ 
ing will have been fairly on and the 
previous predictions of a bumper crop 
will be fulfilled. The hail districts al¬ 
so, which three or four weeks ago 
looked impossible, have showed a 
strong come-back and on these places 
a crop is also assured under favorable 
conditions, nl this regard it is truly 
wonderful what progress has been 
made. Some of these are standing 
three feet high and strongly headed 
out again with full prospects of a 
fair crop if the weather holds out long 
enough and fafhrable. 
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CROP REPORT 


Crop Report Issued by Department of 
Agriculture, August 10, 1923 


On the eve of the harvesting sea¬ 
son in Alberta a strong feeling of op¬ 
timism prevails throughout the pro¬ 
vince, and with a continuance of sat> 
isfactory weather conditions, all crops 
will be taken off in a generally satis¬ 
factory condition. Anticipation of 
heavy grain crops, with a plentiful 
supply of fodder in sight, and general 
improved conditions on the farms, 
have had their obvious effect on busi¬ 
ness in general, which now exhibits a 
distinctly strengthened tone. The 
weather during the past fortnight has 
been variable, with very warm con¬ 
ditions in the southern districts, and 
wtih showery weatherNn the more 
northern districts, accompanied by 
dips to cooler levels of temperature, 
the frost line was touched all several 
points in the province, Wiw damage 
to garden truck, but none to grain 
crops. There have been a few small 
hail slforms during the fortnight with 
little damage. In some places heavy 
rains have caused the grain to lodge. 
Provided wet weather does not inter¬ 
fere too greatly, harvesting of wheat 
will be general in the southern dist¬ 
ricts by August 15; and somewhat 
later in the central and northern dist¬ 
ricts. Cutting of some of the early 
stuff has already begun. Harvesting 
of the hay crop is in progress, and 
cutting of rye has also been general. 
Cutting of barley is reported frctm 
several districts. The grain crops 
have now reached a stage where it is 
possible to venture upon an estimate 
as to yields. The wheat has been fill¬ 
ing well, and it is expected to yield 
heavily in many districts. The damage 
by hail which throughout the season 
has been fairly/heavy, will reduce the 
general yield somewhat. In the south¬ 
eastern part of the province,extremely 
hot weather of the past two Weeks 
will be responsible for a slight reduc¬ 
tion in yield. The loss from grass¬ 
hoppers will be small, due to the 
very eneige<tic poisoning campaign 
conducted by the farmers in the in¬ 
fested territories. Taking the pro¬ 
vince as a whole, a conservative esti¬ 
mate would place the probable aver¬ 
age yield of wheat per acre between 
20 and 23 bushels, which is consider-1 
ably above the average for the past 
13 years. There will be some heavy in¬ 
dividual yields, several reports anti¬ 
cipating as high as 30 and 40 bushels. 
Oatg will be a heavy crop, and the 
avdrftge over the province should be 
between 30 and 40 bushels, with some 
individual yields touching the 60 and 
70 bushel mark, and even higher. 
Barley will likely give an average 
yield of between 25 and 30 bushels. 
Native hay and grass crops are yield¬ 
ing well, but there will be very little 
timothy. With ideal conditions for 
breaking and summerfallowing dur¬ 
ing the season, there has been con¬ 
siderable of this done, and next year 
will see a large new area ready for 
crop. Harvesters are now beginning 
to arrive in the province. From the 
first excursions from the east, the 
province received between 500 and 600 
men, and another 400 have arrived 
fVorn the coast province. More will 
begin to arrive as the need for men in¬ 
creases during the next few weeks. 
The appeal for volunteer workers 
from the cifies and towns of the pro¬ 
vince is meeting with fair response.
